Points of Emphasis 


It would be difficult to summarize in 
brief space all of the distinctive fea- 
tures of the meeting, but there are five 
special points of emphasis that deserve 
prominent mention. 


Reorganization 

The reorganization of the National 
Tuberculosis Association following lines 
recommended by the Committee on Re- 
organization of which Dr. David R. 
Lyman was the Chairman, was finally 
perfected at this meeting. The Board 
of Directors was expanded from 60 to 
103, consisting of a representative direc- 
tor for state and affiliated associations 
and 50 directors at large. A full list of 
the directors will be found elsewhere in 
this Buttetin. Each state and affiliated 
organization except Delaware, New 
Mexico, and Louisiana, has its own $ 
state representative on the Board. 


Research 
Another point of emphasis at the an- 
nual meeting was the stress laid upon ?) 
more continued medical and social re- 1 
search. Dr. Webb in his presidential ad- 
dress sounded the keynote of the entire 
meeting when he said, “We must 
frankly state our knowledge of tubercu- 
losis and also the extent of our ignor- 
ance regarding it, so that we can more 
wisely guide the efforts made in preven- 
tion and cure, and direct research to 
bring further enlightenment. ee 
While the Association is teaching, it 
should also be learning.” 
The report of the executive office, the 
discussions in the pathological and clin- 
ical sections, the resolutions adopted, 
and in fact the entire atmosphere of the 
meeting contributed to no little extent to : 
the emphasis laid upon the necessity for 
more research, particularly in those ob- 
scure lines of the social and medical 
aspects of tuberculosis about which we 
are still in ignorance.

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also manifest. The subject of nutrition 
was given a prominent place on the 
program and was ably presented by Dr. 
W. R. Emerson of Boston. The 
Modern Health Crusade came in for a 
prominent discussion. The educational 
exhibits and the demonstrations of 
Humpty-Dumpty, as well as other fea- 
tures of a similar character all contrib- 
uted toward the general impression that 
the child is the focal point at the present 
time for the anti-tuberculosis movement.

This impression was strengthened by the 
reports of work done in the laboratory 
presented at the pathological session. 


The Death Rate 


From several different angles of ap- 
proach, the declining death rate of 
tuberculosis was discussed and empha- 
sized. Dr. Frankel’s emphasis in his 
paper on statistical evidence of intensive 
anti-tuberculosis effort upon the death 
rate clearly showed that where the tuber- 
culosis program has been properly em- 
phasized and where the results can be 
adequately measured, there is evidence 
to show that results are forthcoming in 
a decreased death rate. Dr. Miller, the 
newly elected President, when he was 
presented to the Association by Dr. 
Webb. also pointed out that the tuber- 
culosis death rate in this country is rap- 
idly declining, thanks to the cumulative 
results of the efforts of the tuberculosis 
movement during the last ten to fifteen 
years, and that this decline is in marked 
contrast with the high and increasing 
death rate of many European and 
Asiatic countries. 


The Ex-Soldier 


In one whole session the Advisory 
Council on Tuesday night and in other 
sessions of the meeting the problem of 
the tuberculous ex-service man was em- 
phasized. As Dr. Lyman pointed out 
and as the resolutions adopted by the 
Association clearly stated, the tubercu- 
lous ex-service man presents not only 
the most difficult single problem of its 
kind that this country has ever faced, 
but he also presents a broader and more 
serious problem in_ public health. 
“Summed up somewhat tersely,” said 
Dr. Lyman, “the possibilities are the 
greatest, perhaps, we have ever had,— 
while the limitations are at present so 


impossible.” (See resolutions page 3.) 


Special Features 


In addition to a well rounded program 
consisting of the Advisory Council, 
three clinical sessions, two pathological 
and a joint clinical and pathological ses- 
sion, three sociological and a joint socio- 
logical and nursing session, and two 
nursing sessions, the local committee of 
arrangements provided several unique 
features. 


Pageant 


Probably the most significant of these 
was the pageant staged on Thursday 
night entitled “The Spirit of the Double- 
Barred Cross.” Of the thousand or 
more people who saw the pageant, none 
could help but be inspired as well as in- 
structed. Critics of every kind freely 
agreed that it was without question not 
only the most ambitious presentation of 
its kind ever attempted by the tubercu- 
losis agencies, but one of the most suc- 
cessful. The pageant was written by 
Miss Helena V. Williams and Miss 
Elizabeth Cole of the staff of the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association, and was 
directed by Mr. Eugene Roder, director 
of “The Gay White Way,” “Naughty 
Marietta,” and other well-known pro- 
ductions. Costumes and settings were 
designed by Miss Williams. The cast 
was composed of both professionals and 
amateurs. The pageant was presented 
in six episodes, a prologue and an epi- 
logue. It dealt with the sweep of the 
campaign against tuberculosis from the 
discovery of the stethescope by Laennec 
to the rapidly advancing Modern Health

Sidelights on the Tuberculosis Campaign as Conducted from National 
Headquarters 


Study of Tuberculosis in Industry 


The passage by Congress a_ few 
months ago of a law providing for the 
vocational rehabilitation of persons 
crippled in industry by disease or acci- 
dent has afforded the National Tuber- 
culosis Association another opportunity 
of cooperating with the Federal Govy- 
ernment. The act places the responsi- 
bility for carrying out its provisions up- 
on the Federal Board for Vocational 
Education. 

Preliminary consideration of the mat- 
ter led the Board to the conclusion: that, 
as in the case of the men disabled from 
war service. the greater number of per- 
sons likely to require vocational rehab- 
ilitaton would not be sufferng from 
the results of acicdents, but from dis- 
ease, occupational or otherwise. Of the 
various diseases tuberculosis will prob- 
ably be the largest which will present 
itself and there seemed to be a need for 
a very much more definite study of 
tuberculosis in industry than has yet 
been made. Realizing this, the Federal 
Board sought the advice of the National 
Tuberculosis Association and accepted 


as eminently practicable a program of . 


research and placement offered by the 
Medical Service. The Board thereupon 
asked the National Tuberculosis Associ- 
ation to cooperate in the research and 
has appropriated ten thousand dollars a 
year for three years, provided that the 
National Association supplies a_ like 
amount; the minimum cost of the study 
being estimated to be twenty thousand 
dollars per year. The Directors of the 
National Association have unanimously 
approved of the plan, and an agreement 
for the cooperative scheme has been 
executed between the Federal Board 
and the Association. 


First Post Graduate Institute 


The first Post-Graduate Institute for 
tuberculosis workers was held from 
June 20 to 30, in New York under the 
auspices of the National Tuberculosis 
Association. The subjects taken up for 
study and discussion were educational 
methods, surveys and statistics, Christ- 
mas seal and financial campaigns. Mod- 
ern Health Crusade, medical problems, 
demonstrations and scenarios, coordi- 
nation of health and social activities. 
Among the experts who lectured to the 
students attending the Institute were,

By-Laws of National Tuberculosis 
Association 
(Continued from June Bulletin) 


On June 15, 1921, at twelve o'clock 
noon, the terms of office of the Board 
of Directors then in office shall cease 
and terminate and the new directors, 
elected as herein provided, shall assume 
office forthwith. 

Section 2, Except as otherwise pro- 
vided in these By-Laws the Board of 
Directors shall have entire charge and 
control of the business and property of 
the corporation, the planning of the 
work, the fixing of the time and place 
for the annual or special meetings of 
the members to be held in the State of 
Maine for the election of Directors or 
for any other purpose and the arrange- 
ments for congresses, legislation and all 
other matters pertaining to its affairs. 

Section 3. The Board of Directors is 
empowered to appoint representatives on 
national or international committees or 
other agencies that deal with tuberculo- 
sis or public health work. It shall also 
from time to time appoint such com- 
mittees as may be necessary for scien- 
tific, charitable and educational work 
and for the holding of meetings and 
congresses, 

Section 4. Seven Directors shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 


Article VI—Officers 


Section 1. The officers of the corpo- 
ration shall be a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, a 
Clerk and such other officers or agents 


as the Board of Directors may from 
time to time elect. All of the officers of 
the corporation, with the exception of 
the Clerk, shall be elected annually by 
the Board of Directors. The Directors 
and the Clerk shall be elected annually 
by the members. The President must 
be a member of the Board of Directors. 
The other officers may be, but need not 
be, members of such Board. 

Section 2. All officers shall perform 
the duties commonly incident to their 
respective offices, and shall perform such 
other duties and have such other powers 
as are prescribed by these By-Laws or 
as the Board of Directors or the Execu- 
tive Committee shall from time to time 
designate. 

The Secretary, or in his absence a sec- 
retary pro tempore shall keep correct 
minutes of all meetings of the Board of 
Directors and of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

The Clerk, or in his absence a clerk 
pro tempore shall keep correct minutes 
of all meetings of the members. 

The Clerk or clerk pro tempore shall 
be sworn to the faithful performance 
of his duties. 


Article VII—Executive Committee 


There shall be an Executive Commit- 
tee, composed of the President and Vice- 
Presidents, Treasurer and Secretary ex 
officio and seven members of the Board 
—the latter to be elected annually by the 
Board, which Committee shall exercise 
all the powers of the Board of Directors 
when the Board is not in session and 
such powers as are conferred by these 
By-Laws, subject to the approval of the 
Board, 


Article VIII—Meetings 


Section 1, Meetings of Members. A 
meeting of the Members of the corpora- 
tion shall be held annually at the office 
of the corporation in Portland, Maine, 
at such time as may be fixed by the 
Board of Directors or by the Executive 
Committee. Special meetings of the 
Members shall be held at said office of 
the corporation when so ordered by the 
Board of Directors. Notice of the time 
and place of all meetings of the Mem- 
bers, and in the case of special meetings 
of the business to be transacted, shall 
be published by the clerk once, at least 
seven days* before the meeting, in some 
newspaper published in Portland, Maine. 
Each Member, Life Member, Corporate 
Member and Representative Member 
shall be entitled to one vote. Members 
and Life Members may vote at meetings 
either in person or by written proxy. 
Corporate members may vote by their 
duly authorized representatives or such 
representatives’ proxy in writing. Ten 
members entitled to vote, present either 
in person or by proxy, shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Section 2. Meetings of the Board of 
Directors. Regular meetings of the 
Board of Directors shall be held in such 
places and at such times as the Board 
may by vote from time to time deter-

Resolutions 


The most significant resolution 
adopted at the annual meeting was that 
with reference to rehabilitation of ex- 
service men. The significance of this 
resolution was clearly emphasized in the 
action of the Association requesting that 
the resolution be distributed in the wid- 
est possible manner to posts of the 
American Legion, newspapers and else- 
where, so that it may be given as much 
publicity as can be secured. All of the 
resolutions are given in full as follows: 


Medical Education 

Whereas, The National Tuberculosis 
Association has always been deeply con- 
cerned with the subject of medical edu- 
cation in tuberculosis, and 


Whereas, The movement for the in- 
auguration of special departments of 
tuberculosis has as yet been taken up by 
very few of our medical schools, and 


Whereas, We regard the spread of 
this movement as of vital importance to 
the future development of all tubercu- 
losis work, . 


Be it therefore resolved, 
lst); That the medical schools of our 


~ country be urged to take special account 


in the development of their curricula of 
the necessity for the establishment of 
such departments. 


2nd, That in the question of the loca- 
tion of new sanitoria due consideration 
be given to placing them whenever pos- 
sible where their facilities will be avail- 
able for the development of such special 
tuberculosis departments in our medical 
schools. 


Rehabilitation of Ex-Service Men 


Whereas, The rehabilitation of our 
tuberculous ex-service men and women 
is at once our most imperative duty and 
the biggest problem in public health be- 
fore our people, and 


Whereas, The National Tuberculosis 
Association through the cooperation 
with the government services, both of 
the executive staff and of its individual 
members, has acquired a close familiar- 
ity with the work of these various ser- 
vices and especially that of the tuber= 
culosis hospitals 


Whereas, The best results in these 
hospitals can only be attained by the 
maintenance of a close cooperation of 
physicians and patients under strict dis- 
ciplinary regulations, and 


Whereas, Such conditions do not at 
present generally exist in government 
tuberculosis hospitals in spite of the con- 
tinuous. and conscientious effort of gov- 
ernment departments, and 


Whereas, The chief causes of this 
fatal defect are: first, the demoralizing 
influence upon many of the men of the 
present compensation act and its ad- 
ministration; second, the failure of the 
public, of the Congress, of the local 
posts of the American Legion and of 
other organizations interested in the 
welfare of ex-service men, to familiarize 
themselves with the facts of the tuber- 
culosis situation and to bring to the aid 
of the government departments that in- 
telligent cooperation which they sorely 
at and without which they cannot do 
their best work; be it therefore 


Resolved, That it be urged upon Con- 
ess both by the executive office of the 
ational Tuberculosis Association and 
by each affiliated state association 
through the members of its state delega- 
tion, that the government departments 
be given. the assistance necessary to es- 
tablish the discipline so essential to the 
maintenance of this needed morale by: 


First, such changes in the compensa- 
tion act as will result in the immediate 
and material reduction in compensation 
for those cases who refuse to make 
proper use of the facilities provided for 
their benefit, and 


Second, by making the welfare of the 
men and of the country at large, and 
not the desires of the individual con- 
stituents, the basis of action both as re- 
gards appointments of those charged 
with the care of these men, and as re- 
gards the individual cases of the men 
themselves. 


Resolved, That the National Tubercu- 
losis Association hereby expresses its 
appreciation and commendation of the 
efforts thus far of the national officials 
of the American Legion to have cor- 
rected the defects in legislation pertain- 
ing to rehabilitation of ex-service men, 
and its administration, and urges the 
Legion to continue these efforts and to 
see that its local posts throughout the 
country give their full cooperation to 
‘the government departments in their ef- 
forts to prevent an uncontrolled minor- 
ity of the ex-service men from seriously 
interfering as they now do with the 
chance of the recovery of their fellow 
patients. 


Resolved. That the local tuberculosis 
association throughout the country be 
urged to inaugurate immediately a cam- 
paign of publicity, which will give the 
people of their respective localities the 
true facts of the situation, and will de- 
velop in all parts of the country, that 
educated public opinion, the lack of 
which has been largely responsible for 
the present unfortunate situation. 


Sheltered Training and Employment 
of the Tuberculous 


Resolved, That the National Tubercu- 
losis Association approves the principles 
involved in sheltered training and em- 
ployment for the tuberculous, and the 
necessity for providing various forms of 
sheltered employment as a_ necessary 
and important factor in the management 
of the tuberculosis problem, 
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in view of the various existing means 
for providing such sheltered employ- 
ment and the extension of these ideas 
into the consideration of various plans 
for industrial and icultural settle- 
ments by governmental and non-govern- 
mental agencies, the National Tubercu- 
losis Association invites the attention of 
these ncies to the large amount of 
data gathered by its Committee on Farm 
Colonies and Industrial Communities 
for the Tuberculous, which the execu- 
tive office is directed to place at the dis- 
posal of all of those interested in the 
problem. 

It is the sense of the National Asso- 
ciation that the many difficulties, objec- 
tions and criticisms of proposals for ag- 
ricultural and industrial settlements de- 
mand a most careful and continued 
study of all the medical, economic and 
political factors involved, and it desires 
to express its interest in the elaboration 
of these proposals; and therefore directs 
the continuation of this Committee, to 
prepare and present at the next annual 
meeting a complete digest of the in- 
formation that it gathers. 


Immigration and Tuberculosis 


Whereas, The admission of immi- 
grants with tuberculosis has provided 
our state and municipal institutions with 
a large number of cases of pulmonary 
tuberculosis because of the absence of a 
physical examination on entrance into 
this country, and 


Whereas, These immigrants with tu- 
berculosis create a social and economic 
problem which is likely to be greater and 
more important during the present 
period of depression in Europe, there- 
fore be it 


Resolved, That the National Tubercu- 
losis Association in conference as- 
sembled ask that the United States’ Pub- 
lic Health Service detail medical exam- 
iners especially trained in tuberculosis 
work to be stationed at.ports of debark- 
ation and further that steamship com- 
panies be encouraged to protect them- 
selves from the burden of returning 
such cases by some type gf examination 
id health certificate at port of embarka- 
ion. 


General William C. Gorgas 

Whereas, The National Tuberculosis 
Association has lost by death Major 
General William Crawford Gorgas. U. 


S. A., Honorary Vice-President, 


Therefore be it resolved, 


First, That this Association commem- 
orates the great services of General 
orgas as a sanitarian whose world- 
wide activities have resulted in the prac- 
tical elimination of one of the worst 
Scourges of mankind, yellow fever, and 
in the sucessful combating of other 
communicable diseases. 


Second, That it deplores the loss of 
this great man, this good friend and 
modest and kindly gentleman, whose 
memory will always be cherished not 
only on account of his unparalleled ser- 
vices to humanity but also for his quali- 
tes of mind and heart. 


Third, That the National Tuberculosis 
Association extends the sympathy of its 
members to the wife and family of its 
deceased member. 


Fourth, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be forwarded to Mrs. Gorgas. 


Mexican Department of Public Health 

Whereas, There exist between this 
country and the Republic of Mexico 
many common health problems the chief 
of which is tuberculosis, and 


Whereas, The President of Mexico 
through the Department of Public 
Health has extended an invitation to the 
National Association to hold its meeting 
in 1922 in Mexico City, be it 

Resolved, That this Association ex- 
press to the President of Mexico its ap- 
preciation of the invitation and its de- 
sire to further the intimate considera- 
tion of that special part of our common 
medical problem for which this Associa- 
tin was organized, and 

That the Association regrets its in- 
ability to accept the invitation for 1922 
on account of the triennial meeting of 
all the national medical societies in 
Washington that year; and be it 


Further Resolved, That this Associa- 
tion invite the Department of Public 
Health and the interested members of 
the profession in Mexico to meet with it 
on the occasion of the next annual meet- 
ing in Washington, D. C 


Use of Local Hospitals 
for Early Cases 


Whereas, The National Tuberculosis 
Association has always advocated that 
advanced cases of tuberculosis be cared 
for in separate wards in the general hos- 
pitals of their own towns, and 


Whereas, There is an unfortunate 
tendency im some quarters to interpret 
this to mean that the incipient or favor- 
able case can also be treated efficiently 
in such local hospitals, be it therefore 


Resolved, That the National Tubercu- 
losis Association, while strongly reaf- 
firming its previous stand on the local 
hospitalization of advanced cases, does 
not or of the suggestion of caring 
for the incipient or favorable case in 
like manner, and for the following rea- 
sons: 

(1) It has been well proven that the 
favorable case can have his best chances 
only in institutions situated outside of 
the cities and with a régime centered on 
the education of the patient for his after 
life, along with his physical rehabilita-

Taxes for District Columbia Health 
Work 


A considerable amount of interest 
among the tuberculosis workers in the 
District of Columbia has been aroused 
over the financial status of the District 
at the present time. 

According to reports from Washing- 
ton, the United States Government, 
through Congress, owes the District of 
Columbia a very considerable sum esti- 
mated from $4,600,000 to over $9,000,000. 

According to a statute of 1878, the res- 
idents of the District of Columbia are 
taxed for tHe support of the government 
of the district, with the understanding 
that Congress will appropriate the 
amount of money collected in taxes in 
this way and will also add to this sum 
an equal amount. In other words, Con- 
gress adds dollar for dollar to whatever 
the citizens of the District are taxed. 

During the last ten years there has 
accumulated in the treasury of the 
United States about $4,600,000 which 
has not been made available by appro- 
priations from Congress. The District 
cannot spend its own taxes unless the 
money is appropriated by Congress. Ac- 
cording to announcements made from 
Washington, Congress ic obligated to 
expend this amount and to add to it an 
equal sum from the federal treasury, 
making approximately $9,200,000 in all. 
The Tuberculosis Association and other 
agencies of Washington are pointing out 
that if this money could be made avail- 
able great strides may be made in public- 
health work. school and other 
school construction could be greatly im- 
proved and new buildings for health and 
allied charities could be provided. 

An active campaign to secure from 
Congress what the citizens of the Dis- 
trict believe is their own has been un- 
dertaken by the Council of Social Agen- 
cies, of which the tuberculosis agency 
of the district is one. 


Advisory Medical Staff 


The Tuberculosis Society of St. Louis 
has reorganized its advisory medical staff. 
The function of this staff is to advise 
with the medical director on all medical 
activities of the organization. The staff 
is composed of every physician directly 
connected with a chest hospital, a sana- 
torium, or a chest clinic in the city and 
county of St. Louis. 

The term of office expires when the 
physician terminates his services with 
any of the above institutions. In this 
way the staff is always a live one. Two 
of the principal subjects now being 
worked on are: 

1, The standardization of medical ex- 
—— for the diagnosis of tubercu- 
osis. 

2. The standardization and organiza- 
tion of all clinics in the city of St. Louis 
which do chest work.

Employers’ Anti-Spitting Campaign 
The Publicity Promotion Department 
of the St. Louis Tuberculosis Society 
recently arranged a cooperative plan 
with the United Railways Company of 
that city for an active “Don’t Spit” 
campaign in the street cars of that city. 
The manager for the receiver of the 
railway company placed a series of their 
“Don’t Spit” signs in the cars, and is 
now undertaking to actively enforce the 
“Don’t Spit” ordinance. He is also 
lanning a series of health lectures for 
his employees, with movies and slides 
to be shown by the Society’s Health 
Talk Bureau. The United Railways 
Company employs about 7,000 people. 


Anti-Spitting Posters 

The Marion County Tuberculosis 
Association of Indianapolis, Indiana, 
recently conducted an anti-spitting cam- 
paign. To emphasize the dangers of 
spitting, the association printed a num- 
ber of posters in colors and mounted 
them on long poles, and these were car- 
ried by boy scouts through the more 
populated districts of the city. They 
were also placed in elevated trains and 
street cars, as well as factories and 
other places of business. 

The posters contained no illustrations 
except a cut of the double-barred cross.

Memorial Day Health Parade 


Memorial Day was chosen by~ the 
West Virginia Tuberculosis Association 
as the occasion for impressing upon the 
community the fact that war is not the 
only enemy closely allied with the reaper 
Death. The organization built a number 
of floats which were included in the 
American Legion Parade in order to 
show the contrast between “things as 
they are” and as they ought to be. 

Two floats showed a healthy cow and 
sanitary stable conditions and a scrub 
cow surrounded by unsanitary condi- 
tions. A huge milk bottle called atten- 


tion to the danger of disease being car- 
ried by flies crawling about the open 
top. A large shoe with the “old woman 
and so many children she didn’t know 
what to do” was utilized to illustrate 
bad housing. A_ dilapidated non-pit 
toilet was mounted on wheels drawn by 
horses ready for the bone-yard, and 
the driver was the type of ignorant 
farmer who is content with such a mode 
of life. One float represented the do- 
mestic science work being done by the 
County Farm Bureau, and others con- 
tained groups of children to illustrate 
the difference in counties provided with 
nursing service and those without any. 
A feature of the parade was the Mod- 
ern Health Crusade band which pro- 
duced some good music from “kazoos” 
fastened to tooth brushes, carpet sweep- 
ers, fly swatters, disinfectant sprays, 
dust pans, brooms, dippers, rolling pins 
and spoons, knives and forks. The cym- 
bals were pot lids and tambourines were 
wash basins, and the bass drum was a 
babies’ bath tub. 


Follow-up of Patients 


The follow-up of clinical and sana- 
torium patients and ex-patients is one 
of the most important phases of tuber- 
culosis prevention. It is always interest- 
ing, therefore, to know that tuberculo- 
sis workers are giving special attention 
to this problem. The Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium Commission of Minnesota 
last year took up the question, believi 
that free clinics and follow-up wor 
should be instituted in all counties of 


_ the state having sanatoria, At this meet- 


ing the commission passed the follow- 
ing resolution: 


“Resolved, That any county sanatorium 
commission employing a medical super- 
intendent or medical director, and pro- 
vided one or more full-time county visit- 
ing nurses are doing tuberculosis work 
in that sanatorium district, may, upon 
application to the Advisory Commission 
of the Minnesota Sanatorium for Con- 
sumptives, receive one thousand dollars 
($1.000) per annum, payable monthly 
out of county sanatorium maintenance 
fund, in addition to state aid for the 
care and treatment of part pay and free 
patients, on condition that said county 
sanatorium commission do institute and 
cause to be delivered a course of lec- 
tures on the subject of tuberculosis to 
the sanatorium patients and nurses by — 
the medical superintendent or medical 
director or other competent individual; 
said lectures to be given at intervals not 
exceeding two weeks; that articles re- 
lating to tuberculosis and sanatorium 
treatment be prepared and delivered to 
the county press not less often than each 
month; that real efforts be used to enlist 
the support and interest in the sana- 
torium of individuals and civic . bodies 
who are interested in public health; that 
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free tuberculosis clinics be established 
by the sanatorium commission attended 
by the visiting nurse and sanatorium 
physician for the purpose of examining 
cases of tuberculosis and suspected cases 
of tuberculosis, and of following up 
ex-patients of the sanatorium. Further 
provided, that monthly reports of their 
efforts along these respective lines are 
rendered the Advisory Commission on 
blanks supplied by them.” 

Blanks for making applications for 
this additional state aid are furnished 
upon request by the commission. In 
making a report of the work, the com- 
mission requests that the following 
points be covered: 

_1. In reporting on addresses to pa- 
tients and nurses, give date, subject of 
address, length of address in minutes, 
and name of speaker. 

2. In reporting on press publicity, give 
the date, title of subject, approximate 
number of words, and attach to the re- 
port a newspaper clipping containing the 
address. Give names of the papers to 
which the address was furnished. ~ 

3. In reporting on clinics, give the 
location, date, attendance both of olf 


and new cases, number referred to the 
sanatorium, number found non-tubercu- 
lous, number tuberculous, number sus- 
pects, number referred to family phy- 
sician for other ailments. Furnish this 
commission with a copy of the monthly 
report to the State Board of Health, 
advising of new cases of tuberculosis 
discovered during the month. 

4. In reporting on public health nurs- 
ing, give name of nurse or nurses, an 
state in a general way where she has 
devoted her time during the month and 
to what purposes. 

5. In reporting on the follow-up of 


discharged patients, give the patient’s: 


sanatorium case number, name, address, 
old address if there has been a recent 
change, present condition, occupation, 
number if hours per day work- 
ing, present weight, highest daily tem- 
perature, highest daily pulse, the amount 
of sputum and whether positive or nega- 
tive, and if the follow-up discloses that 
the individual has died give the cause 
of death and if possible the date. 
Should the visiting nurse investigate a 
discharged patient and arrange for an 
examination by the sanatorium physician, 


do not report this case until after the 
,examination has been made. 

Reports are sent to the Advisory Com- 
mission, together with the bills against 
the state for the care of free and part- 
paid patients.

Tuberculosis in Europe 

Tuberculosis is on the increase in 
Europe. A recent number of the Red 
Cress Bulletin states that 94 per cent. 
of all the children in Poland are tuber- 
culous. Every fourth baby in — 
dies before it is a year old, and onl 
6 per cent. of Poland’s adolescent chit. 
dren are free from tuberculosis. 

In Portugal, child-welfare work is 
practically unknown. Tiny babies drink 
wines and eat heavy foods. 

In all the years since 1914, Belgian 
babies have been underfed. eir 
mothers had to wean them almost at 
birth. ‘As a result, these children are 
deformed, defective and consumptive. 

As a remedy for these conditions, 19 
Red Cross nurses, representing 18 na- 
tionalities, are studying public health at 
King’s College for Women in London. 
Their chief points of attack will be Bel- 

ium, Poland, Roumania, Serbia and 

ortugal. 


Tuberculosis Campaign in Syria 

An anti-tuberculosis society has re- 
cently been formed in Beirut, Syria, 
where tuberculosis is on the increase. 

One of the first steps of the society as 
a means of raising funds for its work 
was to put on sale a “charity seal,” the 
first of its kind to appear in the east. 
One of the greate est problems before 
the society is. to educate Syrians to the 
meaning and purpose of the seals, as 
the population is entirely ignorant of all 
organized health work.
